— A new 
niudornly equipped .Incinerating plant, 
costUig approximately (20,000, with 
probably a piggery attached, to take 
the place of the' present city crematory 
k-hloh haa become old and dilapidated 
tbrongh years of use and too small 
longer to render efflcient service is the 
latest municipal Improvement pro- 
posed for the city of Lexington, and an 
option bas ben closed by the city com- 
missioners for the purohaae ot a i~- 
ocro tract of land on the old Frank- 
fort piko. adjoining the rlly Jail farm, 
as a site for llio new garliago dluposal 
plant In ronnectlon with the project 
It Is altio the plan of the city fathers 
for tlie city to collect Its own garbage 
aftrT tlie exiilrntlon of the prencnt ar- 
rangements. Instead of farming out 
the Job by conlracl. as lias been tho 
custom for a niimlxT of years. 

A conference of Mayor Hradley and 
tho city commlssloncra was held Mon- 
day morning, at which the plan was 
fully discussed, and at which II was 
decided to purchase from CeorRo Os- 
borno and wife tho tract of land com- 
prising twelve acres on the nortli side 
of the old Frankfort pike. Just w est of 
the property of the Great Southern Re- 
fining company and Joining the city 
Jail farm on the east, as a suitable site 
for the proposed plant 

Several days ago an option was se- 
cured on this tract, which, because of 
Ita proximity to the city Jail farm and 
Its general availability, to regarded by 
tho city commlasloners at a most do- 
tlrablo location for the purpoae for 
which it is desired.

IF THE FABMXB tHOXTLD ITBin 

Governor Miller of New York thinks that il the farmers ever 
"unioniae and practice the methoda of the unions, it wiU be a aorry 

day for the country." 

What tho governor suggests is surely not a pleasant prospect. 
Suppose, iov inst.noo. that the produoTs of wheat, corn, i-otatoes and 
cotton and oth.r essentials of life were to conclude that because they 
were not getting a just price for their prodttota, they would ait down 
and produoo nothing for a yoar. 

Or suppose, that rebelling against the necessity of working long 
hours in the fields in the busy season, the farmers should determine 
not to niuk at all, and should agree to Uve in idleness on common 
funds accumulated during better years. 

The nation would presently luce a famine. A mighty howl would 
go up from the cities against the trcacherj- of the farmers. To inter- 
fere with the production of the essentials of life would quickly b.? 
•viewed aa a crime. Having control of the land, the implements und 
the necessary knowledge and skill for producing the necessities ot 
life, to refuse to use them would be called indirect murder. 

Yet capital and labor in the urban districU commit the same 
character of offense when they institute their lockouts and strikes 
and interfere with or cut off production of other essentials of life, 
and insist that they have a legal and moral right to resort to such 
means, with the view of forcing their own viewa in controversies with 
adversaries. 

If the farmer talks of a strike, invohing the depletion of the na- 
tion's food supply, it appears as a heinous offense. If indusf,rial work- 
ers strike and cut off a necessity, it is the vindication of a great 
American right ; or if an industry falls out with ita employees and 
shuts down, it is only the exercise of the rights guaranteed to capi- 
tal and property. 

If a strike by the farmers appears such a heinous offejise to the 
workers in tin- ' itics dependent upon them for food, why can they not 
see the sami- degree of moral turpitude in their action against the 
public at large, when they attempt to squeeze the public into an 
acqnesoenee into their demands. 

Fortunately, the farmers have not yet got around to the strike 
method. They are organizinf.' to jinmiote cheaper and better distribu- 
tion, and seeking through co-operation to avoid overproduction and 
consequent unprfitable prioea, but tho farmers never yet have in- 
dorsed the idea of sitting down and doing nothing in an effort to 
'force their views of crop values on the country. 

To the farmer "s credit so far, lot it be said, he has never pro- 
poaed to make the world go hungry or naked, in order to pile up 
profits for himself. The most that he haa demanded has been a fair 
division of the products of his labor to which he ia surely entitled— 
Houston Post. 

WHY SHAKE THE D9NKEY? 

These lire days of change and restlessness and change. Kven the 
most cherished traditions do not seem safe before the resistless march 
of progress. 

Of almost revolutionary character, it will strike many citizens, 
is the announced determination of Missouri Democrats to abolish 
the donkey as the sign and symbol of their party, aabstitating tbe 
goddess of liberty. • 

It is declared that the donkey ia in undignified beast, while the 
goddess, whatever jibes may have been hurled at her since the advent 
of the Volstead act, is the embodiment of au.stere statcliness.
